ADDING FUEL 


Puller Particulars of the Alleged Causa 


of the Hill Suicide. 


A correspondent writes that the suicide 


of John M. EMI, which occurred recently 
in the northern part of Christian Co., has 
again brought into prominence in connec- 
tion with a tragedy the name of Lee Pet- 
tin, one of the alleged assailants of Miss 
F.mma Bond. Mr. Hill wan one of the 
most prominent citizens of the county 
and in good circumstauceH. One of his 
daughters is the wife of George Pettis, a 
brother to Lee. 
Another daughter lias 


lieen at intervals keeping company with 
Lee at intervals. This fact has weighed 
on Hill's mind until the probability of 
Miss Hill's determination to marry Pet- 
tis, it is supposed, drove him to despera- 
tion, and he Imug himself with a small 
piece of check rope. 


Mr. Hill said he would rather be dead 


than see liin daughter the wife of Lee 
Pettis The wife of the suicide and step- 
mother of Miss Hill.flfiiil the death of her 
husband was caused by this intended ma- 
nage. The friends of Mr. Hill for miles 
around were at the iiiunest, und the name 
of Lee IVttis and John Montgomery were 
related in eveiy little group of men that 
congregated around Hill's house. John 
Montgomery and the Pettis family, with 
the exception of Lee, were at the inquest 
and Montgomery seemed anxious to know 
what the girl would testify to, and said 
that was what he came to the inquest for. 
He and a citizen of Christian comity were 
in the room alone with the body, and the 
citizen remarked that a small rope could 
make an ugly mark around a man's neck, 
Montgomery, after a critical examination 
of the old man's neck, replied: "Ves, it 
makes a worse mark and hurts more than 
a large one." This tragedy lias added 
fuel to the Hume that the Bond outrage 
started. 


The Curtis Accident. 


Frank Curtis an iveil home lust night 


from St. Louis, Mo., whither he went on 
Wednesday evening, in answer to a tele- 
gram received that day by Justice Curtis 
informing him of the distressing accident 
which befel his son, Lamar L. Curtis.

On the top of the 
rear car Lamar was standing attending 
to his duties. The engine, however.baek- 
ed up against the curs suddenly arid with 
considerable force, which caused Lamar 
to lose his balance. He fell olf in front 
of the car between t he wheels, and to Rave 
himself ho caught hold of the axle and 
was drugged a short distance. 
His 


strength failed him und he let go his hold. 
When the nett axle reached him he 
caught hold again, and in so doing his 
right, foot touched a rail and a wheel 
ciusheditnt the instep. The curs t lien 
ceased moving and Lamar was removed. 
Later it was deemed the wisest, thing to 
do to amputate the foot about four inches 
above the ankle, and this wan done in or- 
der that th«" unfortunate young man may 
have u better use of a cork foot.

The second item coming from the 


eclipse obwvpna is move astounding 
than the first, for the darkonino; of the 
lines of tlie spectrum, us si-en by tho 
French astronomers, ghe.n indication o| 
a lunar atmosphere. If this observa- 
tion is substantiated there will be a rev- 
olution in existing ideas conc-urning 
lunar physics. 
Our nearest celestial 


neighbor, thh moon, at least the side 
turned toward Hi« earth, has for along 
time been considered (liu abode, of deso- 
lation, her purpose in thematiirial pcon- 
omy ftecdinplislieil, a dead world, n sym- 
bol of tho fatw in ix-scne for the earth in 
the slow revolution of age-i. 
Yeiirs ago 


an observer delecleil it ro-y cloud float- 
ing over the lunar cratcf I.iniueiis, but, 
the phenomenon wa-> looked upon by 
more stuiil ustronoim-i's as u flight of 
fancy. 
A few years ago an observer in 


out! of the Western Slates detected a 
change of form and an appearance of 
voleunio action around one of (he moon 
craters, but the scientific world m gen- 
eral considered it an optical illusion. 
It 


may be that these observers were not so 
far out of the way, though thu startling 
discovery will not be accepted without 
strong proof to verify it. Thoso who 
are best acquainted with the moon as 
seen in the telescope will bo, slow to be- 
lieve in the slightest manifestation of 
life on her chaotic surface. 


One more meager item closes tho first 


bulletin from the eclipse expeditions. 
It in that the spectrum of the corona 
was photographed for the first time. 
We may, therefore, hope for increased 
knowledge of the constitution of the 
sun's magnificent appenda^o, seen only 
iu a total eclipse, so grandly beautiful 
as to make the beholder feel like veil- 
ing his eyes in the celestial presence. 
The corona, with its silvery light, its 
spreading wings, its circles, arches and 
curves stretching out into fathomless 
depths around the darkened sun, is 
considered as one of the most impress- 
ive and awe-inspiring sights in which 
celestial majesty and 'grandeur are ever 
embodied. 
Its constituents and office 


in solar economy are problems whose 
solution is much de-ircd. 


The English eclipse expedition ob- 


serving at .Suham, with Prof. Loekyer 
as the chief direct or. laid out an organ- 
ized plan (if operat'oiis. Some of their 
points of obsen .iliun were to note if tho 
abundance and aet'nity (if the rosy pro- 
tuberances iraM- pront'ot I lie present dis- 
turbed ciimlil mil ot the sun wliile pass- 
ing through is maximum period of sun 
Kpots; to compare aud delect the difl'er- 
ence in the spectra of rnsy Humes and 
Sun spot-: to get an idea of the physics 
of the solar atmosphere — that is, to find 
what it looks like, to study— -if the ox- 
prcssion may be used— its circulatory 
system; and to determine its chemical 
i-'attire. especially if the chemical ele- 
ments existing in the sun are dissociated 
or separated by the intense temperature 
existing there. Special attention is now 
directed to solar physics and chemistry. 
in coii-pqiience ot the bold and ingeni- 
ous theory of Dr. Siemens on the con- 
Bervatiotrof solar energy. 


Photography was greatly relied upon 


in the solution of these intricate prob- 
lems, and so much have methods im- 
proved in the rapidity with whieh the 
image can be impressed nn the sensitized 
plate that seconds will now rpi-ord moro 
than minutes did twenty years ago. The 
telescope and the spectroscope com- 
bined with the photograph in the at- 
tack on the sun's surroundings during 
the eclipse. — Sriintifir Aiixrirtiii.
